Settle Strike 


Vaude. and Movie House Men 
Get Wage Increases and 
Return to Work 


“AGO. Sept. 11.—The 3,000 strik- 
a in the vaudeville and mo- 


tion picture houses came to am agree- 
ment with the managers yesterday and 
returned immediately to work_ after 
having been out since last Sunday, 


Settlement Was made by granting the 
men $4.50 a week increase for two years 
and an addtional $3 a week increase for 
the third and last year of the contract. 

James C Petrillo, president of the 
Chicago Federation of Musicians, repre- 


sented the musicians, while Judge George 
F. Barrett was the spokesman for the 
managers Petrillo said that Richard 
Green, international se retary-treasurer 
of the stagehands’ union, was instru- 
menta} in aiding the settlement. Early 
in t strike the musicians in Andrew 
Karzas’ Aragon and Trianon ballrooms 
were called out owing to the fact that 


Karzas uses acts from the Orpheum Cir- 
cuit. Karzas was a party to the agree- 
nent. 

: The wage advances really mean that 
the musicians will cet an advance of 
$2.50 a week on the present scale cf 
$82.50 for the first two years. In addi- 
tion the rate for rehearsals is increased 
from $2 to $4-which makes the $4.50.

May Revolutionize Radio Methods 


NEW YORK, Sept. 13.—After Novem- 
ber 13 Station WEAF will be controlled 
by the National Broadcasting Company, 
Inc., which has been organized to take 
over the plant, which was recently bought 
by the Radio Corporation of America 
from the American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company for $1,000,000. The pur- 
pose is said to be the broadcasting of the 
best programs available in the United 
States and nation-wide tie-ups with any 
other stations interested and willing to 
share the expense. In the official an- 
nouncement signed by General James G. 
Harbord, chairman and president of the 
Radio Corporation of America, and Owen 
D. Young, one of the main objects is to 
stimulate the sale of radio parts and sets. 
M. He Aylesworth will head the new or- 
ganization, and he stated that in order 
that the public will be assured of the best 
possible programs an advisory board of 
12 would be chosen. 

Coincident with the announcement of 
the new arrangement, The Billboard 


learns that revolutionary methods in sell- 
ing radio advertising is in the wind. The 
new plans call for the selling of complete 
series of programs of entertainment to 
the advertiser as well as the use of the 
station. In the past the usual way was 
to sell the use of the station for so much 
per hour or, according to a longer con- 
tract, it may be so many hqprs per week 
at a cheaper rate. The a€vertiser had 
to supply his own orchestra or other tal- 
ent. 


In the new scheme, one of the leading 
concert bureaus will act as a sort of 
booking office and supply entire programs, 
any one of which a prospective advertiser 
may choose, either moderate in price or 
expensive, and this, with the use of the 
station, will come under one complete 
charge. Better shows and a less obnox- 
ious way of advertising is expected of 
the new plan. The concert bureau will 
be used by the largest broadcasting or- 
ganization in the country as its source 
of supply for talent to sell the adver- 
tisers.

Equity Defines “Run-of-Play” Clause 


NEW YORK. Sept. 13—The phrase 
“Run of the Play” in Equity contracts 
refers to the run of the company for 


which the actor is employed, according 


to a recent ruling of the council of the 
Actors’ Equity Association, which has 
just been upheld by William Morris as 


umpire in an arbitration of the case in 
point. 

Dispute arose when Frank MeGlynn 
filed claims against the Bohemians, Inc., 
alleging that his run-of-the play contract 
for Desire Under the Bime entitled him 
to salary as lone as the play ran, tho the 
company in which he Was featured had 
closed Equity council turned down his 
claim with the ruling that the company 
in which he was employed determined 
the basis of engagement. 

MeGlynn demanded arbitration on the 
ground that A. L. Jones and Morris Green 
had negotiated for his services in the play 


in Eastern territory. and that they had 
hooked the Western company into Phila- 
delphia and Pittsburgh for two weeks 
each while his troupe had been playing 
in New York The Western production 
then continued in Chicago after his com- 
pany had been closed. 

This @aim was thrown out in arbitra- 
tion because no mention of Eastern or 
any territory appeared in the contracts, 
and Morris then upheld Equity’s ruling 
on the earljer claim, declaring that “run 
of the play” must be interpreted run of 
the company, unless a contract otherwise 
specified, if order was to be maintained 
in the business of the theater. Examples 
were pointed out as to what might happen 
in cases like Blossom Time, The Student 
Prince and other shows having many 
companies, if an actor holding a run of 
the play in one troupe should have to be 
paid as long as any troupe continued.

“The total value of pro- 
duction equipment reached $2,568.078 in 
1925 as compared with $1,625,668 in 
1923. This work was turned out by 27 
scenery and stage-equipment manufac- 
turers, the number of these establish- 
ments having increased by 10 in the 
same period 

An average of 267 wage earners was 
employed in 1925 as against 210 in 19238 
an increase of 16.7 per cent. The peak 
was reached last November when 34 
were employed. Wages paid totaled 
€657.195 in 1925, an increase of 52.9 pe! 
cent over 1923 with $429,773 

A charge of $974,168 for material! 
eosts is placed against the total value 
of the products in 1925, as against $634.- 
622 for the same costs in 1923, indicating 
that costs went up 52.5 per cent.

Many Animals 
Perish in Fire 


Mme. Herrmann ahd Torcats 
Suffer Big Losses--Boxing Kan 
garo and Partner Die 


NEW YORK, Sept. 11.—Altho suffer- 
ing tremendous losses in the spectacular 
fire that _ destroyed the Progressive 
Transfer Warehouse in West 46th street 
where stage live stock and poultry were 
kept, Mme. Adelaide Herrmann and the 
Torcats are not cleaned out altogether 
Mme. Herrmann, who saved two dogs 
and a cat out of 60 head of animuais 
and birds, is already busy rounding up 
furred and feathered entertainers for her 
Noah's Ark act, so that she can open 
her tour on the Orpheum Circuit, which 
is scheduled to begin October 10 at the 
State-Lake Theater, Chicago. She told 
The Billboard she would not be able t 
open on this date, but hoped to be in a 
poeten: to start the tour a few weeks 
ater. 

The Torcats, whose trained roosters 
offering was brought to this country in 
1923 by the Keith-Albee Circuit and has 
a route for its houses this season, are 
bringing over other roosters now at their 
famous chicken farm in Marseilles, 
France. Mrs. Torcat sailed today to bring 
back steck from France, while Mr. Tor- 
cat remains here to have new scenery 
and props built. The Torcats suffered 
a loss of $100,000 and carried no in- 
surance. They were unable to save qa 
single bird, and their trainer, who was 
in the warehouse at the time of the fire, 
was barely able to bring himself to 
safety. Sixty roosters, including the 
“clown” of the flock, which had been a 
ce ae for 23 years, perished in the 
laze. The act played Wildwood and 
Ocean City, N. J.. last week and was 
booked in K.-A. houses until January 
29, when it was to go to India for 4 
tour there. 

Mme. Herrmann's loss was quite as big. 
She had 60 turkeys, geese, hens, doves, 
pigeons and dogs in her Noah's Ark 
spectacle. The dogs were dressed as 
lions, tigers and other animals repre- 
senting the kingdom that lived on the 
famous ark. | Mme, Herrmann is em- 
phatic in her denial that she “is ruined”, 
as most of the papers have said in ac- 
counts of the fire. She has recourse to 
other stock and will begin rehearsals as 
soon as possible, as well as the building 
of new scenery. 


The Torcat rooster offering is expected 
to reopen some time in November, 
barring any further mishaps. 

“Kangaroo Tommy’’—his real name 
was Thomas Collins—and his kangaroo 
partner, which did a boxing exhibition 
with him, ‘both were victims of the fire. 
Shaw's troupe of 10 leaping dogs also 
perished. Albert Friend lost 10 trained 
dogs. Edward C. Derkins, now in a 
Chicago hospital undergoing an opera- 
tion, lost all his.pets, including 20 dogs 
and 8 monkeys, all trained in pantomime. 

Clemens Belling, who has been doing 
an act on the big time for several sea- 
sons, using various animals, took nis 
stock out of the warehouse just before 
the fire broke out.

U. S. Tribunal Will Pass Upon 
Ticket Agency Law Next 
Month 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—The suit 
brought by the Tyson theater ticket 
agency of New York against the district 
attorney of that city, to have the State 
agency law limiting ticket brokers from 
charging more than 50 cents advance on 
theater tickets declared unconstitutional, 
will be heard by the United States 
Supreme Court next month. 

The brief, in addition to claiming that 
persons dealing with the brokers are 
spared the annoyance and loss of time 
incident to visiting box offices, questions 
the right of the Legislature to fix prices. 
It sets forth that if theater ticket sales 
can be set at a certain figure the same 
ean be done with other luxuries. 

It is asked in the brief that the case 
be sent back to the District Court for 
the Southern District of New York with 
instructions to grant an interlocutory in- 
junction against the district attorney 
and the comptroller of New York. 


Publishers Seek To Tax 
Music Used in Canada 


TORONTO, Can., Sept. 11.—British 
and foreign music publishers are con- 
templating a@ tax on copyrighted music 
used in Canadi theaters, according to 
information rectived by the Ontario 
Theater Owners. Jack Arthur, presen- 
tation director of the Uptown Theater, 
stated that an attempt was being made 
by foreign publishers to collect a tax 
from hotels, restaurants and dancing 
academies as well as theaters. To pre- 
vent any outside corporation or its 
Canadian representatives from levying 
such taxes an amendment will be sought 


to the Copyright Act of 1921. Mr. 
Arthur urged that English and French 
music copyrighted since 1912 be taken

Sour Grapes is one of those offerings 
that is apt to fool gullible folk into think- 
ing it is something very fine, because it 
makes pretense at being ultra-smart, be- 
cause it seems philosophic in the known 
and searching in the unknown, and par- 
ticularly because it is difficult to entirely 
comprehend. As a matter of fact, in 
performance at any rate, it is false, 
trite, labored, exceedingly vague and 
quite dull. 

Not that it is decidedly a bad play; 
there have been many far worse. Vin- 
cent Lawrence’s former promise of good 
dialog occasionally comes to light again 
and there is just enough hint of his dra- 
matic sense to provide intervals of in- 
terest. But allowing for this and ex- 
tending full generosity to the possible 
good intentions that the author may have 
held, the piece nevertheless proves to be 
fake thru and thru. The premise is noth- 
ing but an attempt at garish disguise of 
the old triangle situation of husband, 
wife and friend. Then there is an effort 
of novelty and modernity. Instead of 
getting rid of the lover by passe methods 
of fisticuffs or gunfire, a jilted fiancee is 
vrovided. News of motherhood sends 
the “noble” friend scurrying to do his 
duty, a cheap denouement at best. Up 
to this point there has been much analy- 
sis of love, matrimony and divorce. Most 
of it is absurdly false and unconvincing. 
Lawrence goes on into deeper mire. The 
husband offers to take his wife back and 
suggests that they play a game of pre- 
tend in the hope that their lost love will 
be born anew—old stuff but treated with 
ambiguity to seem intellectual. The en- 
tire last act is a dialog between the 
couple and it is pure bunkum. There 
will be those who are awed becayse they 
do not quite understand the lengthy ref- 
erence to the parable of the fox and the 
grapes, because they are not certain 
whether love had ever flown or, if it had, 
whether the author thinks it can be 
made to return. Quite possibly Lawrence 
is waiting for the Sunday column re- 
hashes to find out himself. Even giving 
him the benefit of the doubt, allowing 
that he may have put profound thought 
into his play, little value is offered be- 
cause the profundity is not translated to 
be clear to the average theatergoer. 

The small cast of five, cut to two in 
the last act, tends to make the piece more 
boring. Only a genius can be entertain- 
ing with so few characters perhaps but 
it is certain that such a task is beyond 
Lawrence at his present stage as a play- 
wright. 


Of the five players, John Halliday is 
head and shoulders above the rest. He 
walks away with what honors there are. 
His performance and his role are equal 
cause. It is little wonder that Fay 
Bainter gave up the principal feminine 
role after the out-of-town tryout. As her 
successor, Alice Brady does less for the 
role than it deserves, subservient as it 
may be. There are few stars great 
enough to hold their following when they 
loaf. Miss Brady has for some time been 
developing this fault. It has been notice- 
able in all of her recent appearances 
during the course of the various runs. 
She is magnificent in the big scenes but 
almost negligible between. The emo- 
tional moments are not enough. Miss 
Brady has proven that she is capable of 
an even and all-excellent performance 
but she cannot afford to sit back on her 
laurels yet, if ever. But aside from her 
relapses in the work at hand, Miss 
Brady seems miscast. The role is par- 
ticularly genteel and her attributes tend 
to more homely requirements. 

Frank Conroy is adequate but hardly 
inspired as the lover. Characterization 
and lines given him can hardly be ex- 
pected to call forth his best, however. 
Flora Sheffield has flashes that are 
Satisfving in her slim part of the fiancee 
and James Kearney is conventional as 
intended in the role of “prop” butler. 

William Harris, Jr., or whoever di- 
rected the production. is to be highly 
commended for the easy and natural 
stage positions but the pace set is al- 
together too slow for comedy of any 
sort. In mentioning the producer, criti- 
cism must be made of the setting. It is 
exquisite, just as it was in The En- 
chanted April. No matter how good it is, 
such an economy does not go down with 
regular patrons of Broadway. At least 
Harris might have had the decency to re- 
set the position of the flats. 


The names of Alice Brady and John 
Halliday may carry Sour Grapes for a 
short while. The false “high-brow” 
coating may fool a few, but the masses 
are apt to risk calling the grapes sour 
and pass them up. Vineyard seasons are 


short at best and this one promises to 
be no exception.

The third mystery play of the season 
is a naive affair that quite frankly ad- 
mits to being nothing more or less than 
a dramatized detective yarn for the 
morons. As such it is fair enough, 

Dime novels still sell. Why not this? 
Of course The Ghost Train and The 
Donovan Affair are offered for the same 
price and it would seem that some little 
ingenuity would be preferred to just 
plain obviousness, but then you never 
can tell. There is that theory about 
folks not caring to think overmuch while 
at the theater. Some people like things 
cut and dried. They certainly get them 
that way in Number 7. The characters 
are cut so closely to pattern that the 
guilty may easily be distinguished from 
the innocent; the detective and the 
heroine are as clearly labeled as if they 
were identified on the program. Every- 
thing hanpns just as you think it is going 
to happen. It is all as impossible, as 
improbable, as absurd as fictitious stories 
are expected to be by the indolent. It 
is mystery only as you pretend it is. 

The stage is dark most of the time 
and for that reason the performance of 
the cast has to be judged by voice and 
only the broadest of gestures. Reginald 
Barlow rather overdoes the latter, but 
then he is the good old bully of the piece 
and is probably acting true to form. In 
fact that is all that need be said about 
the entire company, with respective hat 
tipping to J. W. Austin, Harry McNaugh- 
ton, Austin Fairman, William Gregory, 
Marshall Vincent, Eden Gray and Lois 
Meredith at least. Sympathy must be 
expressed for Fred Eric in the role of 
arch crook. He unfortunately appears 
effeminate when making effort to be 
sleek and is decidedly miscast in such 
a part. Otherwise the producer and 
Henry Stillman, who directed, have done 
well enough by the piece. It is hardly 
deserving.

It seems odd that, skilled in weeding 
out amusing revue mat and in ac- 
complishing the hilarious staging of 
Cradle Snatchers, Hassard Short should 
imagine that No Trespassing had the 
necessary comedy qualifications for pro- 
duction under his personal sponsorship. 
He has put pains and money into the 
offering but to little profit without the 
humor that such a piece must have to be 
successful. 

The Clark Robinson settings are en- 
trancing ; the cast is strong thruout; even 
the situations, while a bit hackneyed, are 
promising. But the lines are absolutely 
hopeless and ruin all chances. They are 
stilted and wordy, devoid of interest and 
decidedly unfunny. The piece crys for 
a collaborator, someone to write dialog 
to fit John Hunter Booth’s ideas. 

Tho smacking of other plays, the basic 
of having a sincere ‘lergyman lald open 
to wordly temptations by suddenly plac- 
ing him in the midst of fast and engag- 
ing society is one that still offers amus- 
ing possibilities. In plot, Booth has 
realized these opportunities but the flat- 


ness of his conversational expression is 
too overwhelming. 


‘An able cast suffers as does the play. 
They all struggle valiantly, Russell 
Hicks with the stiff words of the parson, 
the rest with the dull chatter of society. 
Kay Johnson fares best, managing to 
extract some color from the role of a 
dare-devil debutant. Juliette Day scores 
thru her own efforts in moments of 
~~ gaa artfully handled in the play- 
ng. 

A pleasing performance, because of its 
smoothness and restraint, is given by 
Nicholas Joy and Diantha Pattison is 
decorative at least. Josephine Drake and 
Edwin Nicander more or less successfully 
contribute voluntary low comedy. In 
straight roles, Charles Ritchie is satis- 
factory and W. E. Lawrence somewhat 
less so. The latter is unable to find ease 
and it is little wonder in such a “stick” 
part. Basil Smith fills well the slight 
needs of an announcing lackey and sev- 
eral unprogramed supers keep themselves 
unobtrusive in serving the dozens of 
cocktails that supply the principal busi- 
ness of the piece.

was reviewed. Only scattered applause 
rewarded the musicians and most of the 
house emptied into the outside lobbies. 
The entr’actes are illuminated but faintly 
A spotlights trimmed on the orchestra 
pit and in many sections of the audi- 
torium reference to the program is im- 
possible. Further, such centering of at- 
tention does not allow for necessary 
relaxation. It is tiring to extend patient 
and continuous courtesy to an unbroken 
evening, especially when the play itself 
is as unamusing as this one.

A noisy, low comedy of Jewish life, 
entitled, seemingly as a gesture of 
desperation, What’s the Usef, came to 
Broadway after weeks of intermittent re- 
hearsals, during which time the piece 
was called Devotion and even earlier 
Washington Heights. None of the titles 
mean anything, excepting the geographi- 
cal cognomen, and that only because the 
play is laid in that section of New York. 
Altho the piece is one of the poorest 
examples of playwrighting ever seen on 
any stage, and altho the acting is almost 
uniformly bad, it will attract a certain 
element of movie patrons who read sub- 
titles out loud, for on the night reviewed 
each ancient gag was greeted with roars 
of approving laughter, and each comedy 
line was audibly repeated by an eager 
audience. Th2se same patrons allowed 
the few really amusing lines to fall flat. 


The first act of the play is superfluous. 
The remaining three acts tell the story 
of a young Jewish cloak and suit sales- 
man who marries a girl of his faith, at 
which time he decides, of all things, to 
quit his father’s prosperous business and 
return to college to study law while his 
wife studies medicine. He fails in 
school, and becomes a lazy, good-for- 
nothing loafer who insults his wife and 
family and _ associates with other 
women, including his sneering sister-in- 
law. Yet this youth is the hero of the 
household because just one minute before 
the final curtain he returns home with 
a thousand dollars in cash and a position 
as a dancing instructor. Of course he 
is forgiven, and the patrons pass out 
into the night laughing over what they 
refer to as “splendid entertainment”. 

Aside from faulty construction of an 
impossible theme, the chief weakness of 
Mrs. Fain’s story is the fact that all the 
characters belong to one race, which be- 
comes s0 monotonous that one yearns for 
relief in the form of a comic Irishman of 
the Abie school. 

The best acting is contributed by 
Santos Ortega, who quietly performs as 
an unhappily married,  self-sacrificing 
doctor. His restraint stands out in vivid 
contrast with some others of the troupe, 
who act all over the place. The worst 
offenderz in this respect are Herman 


Hirschberg and Ida Gropper, who 
most of thar lines and revel 
manners, including the inevitable eating 
scene.

Another one of the typically Golden 
Plays beams ferth at the Little Theater, 
the usual Simoe-pure sort that can offend 
no one, not even the critics From the 
pen of Gladys Unger it seems a bit odd, 
but t so from the workshop of John 
Golden and Winchell Smith It should 
Please that part of the public liking its 
Sentiment a bit thick and oversweet. 

Of course the story lacks probability, 
but there are many who will not mind 
Mere mechanics of having everyone turn 
“Pp in the right place at the right mo- 
ment. ‘The little country girl saves her 
Wall Street hero again and brings home 


the half-million dollars, but it is all very 
charming. 


Nydia Westman, erstwhile of Pigs, 
once more succeeds with the softsoaping, 
and she does it exceedingly well this 
time. The authoress has supplied her 
with a real character, a direct little body 
who says just what she means in the 
straightest possible course. Squeezing 
both humor and pathos out of her lines 
with a trick of her slow voice, Miss West- 
man completely captivates her audience. 

She receives amicable support, but lit- 
tle competition for the honors. Mary 
Phillips makes a valiant attempt and is 
to be admired for the ability she shows 
thru the impossible task set before her. 
With het natural femininity it is quite 
beyond reason to expect her to play the 
spinster automaton devoted solely to the 
shrine of efficient business. When delu- 
sions are finally made realizable and un- 
dared love is acknowledged the motive 
of her office devotion, Miss Phillips comes 
into her own. Frank Monroe gives a 
realistic portrayal of the “big business” 
man who is really quite helpless, and 
William Hanley lends sincerity to the 
conventional hero of success book type. 

It does not seem necessary for Grace 
Menken to be so over-nasty in her society 
girl role. Tho she makes her points, she 
loses even more sympathy than demanded. 
Beverly Sitgreaves has an easy time of 
her dowager and little is asked of Her- 
bert Saunders in giving a defined reading 
of a well-meaning but slightly unscrupulous 
old duffer who has misappropriated his 
sister’s funds on Wall Street. 


Charlotte Denniston is a bit stilted in 
speech, but otherwise fits her martyrish 
part, and James C. Lane gives colar to 
a chauffeur bit. An office boy is neatly 
handled by John Humphrey. and a board- 
inghousekeeper made true to life by May 
Duryea. Charles Laite does not accom- 
plish much with the remaining role and 
his difficulties are hard to place. He is 
not bad, nor is he good. Perhaps his 
attitude toward the whole characterization 
is wrong; at any rate, the sketching lacks 
clarity and seems to be just ornamental 
in many of the scenes. It needs shaping 
into personage. 

The settings fill the bill, the last one 
being particularly attractive, and the di- 
rection is thoro except for allowing the 
entire cast to be affected by the purpose- 
ful slowness of Miss Westman’s rendition 
of lines. Elimination of the pauses hbe- 
tween speeches and a varied pace assigned 
to the different plavers is needed. 

Tio Girls Wanted is hardly another 
Lightnin’ or Seventh Heaven—name your 
own Golden successes—but it will find a 
public for a time.

Glory be! Here is a musical comedy, 
at last, to which under no circumstances 
can be applied that long-standing com- 
plaint of “not enough comedy”. Queen 
High is as funny as Cradle Snatchers. 
What more can be said, except that pos- 
sibly to some it may be even funnier? 


Tho the program neglects, much of the 
credit should go to Edward H. Peple and 
his excruciating farce. A Pair of Sires. 
In adapting this good old surefire for 
their book, Laurence Schwab and B. G. 
DeSylva are to be commended for their 
good sense in sticking pretty close to the 
original. Such a wise procedure is most 
unusual and so is the result of the few 
changes they did make as necessary to 
a musical version. The “improvements” 
are improvements. Possible fungus has 
been carefully expurgated and_ sup- 
planted with modern humor that is fully 
as good as the old. Business that might 
seem stale has been replaced with novel 
and original bits of merit. In shifting 
to musical setting and enlarged op- 
portunities thereof, additional effective- 
ness has been gained in carrying out 
Peple’s excellent situation of the two 
quarrelsome partners who attempt to set- 
tle their difficulties by a hand of poker, 
the loser to step out of the business and 
become the winner's butler for a period 
of one year. 


The score is not distinguished, but it 


contains at least three numbers that 
should be popular, Cross Your Heart, 
Everything Will Happen for the Best 


and Don’t Forget. Sammy Lee’s staging, 
Willy Pogany’'s settings and several at- 
tractive units of the costumes are also 
among the assets, and the cast is cer- 
tainly a factor in the success.

works, register every possible laugh with 
their versatility, ranging from slapstick 
to high comedy and equally finished. 
Their newly formed combination makes 
one of the best comedy teams in the cur- 
rent theater. While using superlatives. 
Luella Gear again proves herself a 
farcical star. Her deft nonchalance, her 
perfect ease of manner, the effect of ad 
lib. and her interesting personality well 
support her skill at humor. Miss Gear 
is truly a delight, and what a relief 
her artistry is to the perpetual theater- 
goer. 

Not far behind the comedians are Mary 
Lawlor and Clarence Nordstrom 
juvenile roles. They put over the prin- 
cipal songs with charm and better than 
average singing. Miss Lawlor also con- 
tributes a pleasing grace in her dances 
and general movements. Incidentally, 
she has quite enough on her own account 
to dispense with any imitations of style, 
meaning shades of Marie Saxon and 
Louise Groody. 

The red-headed youngster, Edwin 
Michaels, makes good in his debut as an 
acrobatic dancer, and Gaile Beverly scores 
nicely with some burlesque steps as well 
as taking good care of her role as a low- 
comedy slavey. Helen Carrington and 
John Rutherford work a little too hard 
with two straight parts but are satisfying 
enough. Two bits are endowed by June 
Odea and Barbara Grace, the latter be- 
ing a particularly interesting type, which 
fact, together with her soubret talent, 
should warrant advancement before many 
seasons have passed.

A bit slow in getting started, the first 
act can stand cutting, but the piece is 
generally wgll paced.

Orpheum Earnings Higher; 
Statement Shows Good Gain 


Net for First Half of Year Is $1,091,925, Over $250,000 More 
Than 1925 Period---Circuit Pays Off All Outstanding

Own Funds 


NEW YORK, Sept. 11.—The Orpheum Circuit and subsidiaries earned a net 
Income of $1,691,925 for the first six months of 1926, a sum slightly in excess of 


that earned for the corresponding period of 1925, 


weather during April and May. 


notwithstanding the unseasonable 


After the dividends of 8 per cent paid on the 


preferred are deducted, it leaves $1.53 earned on the common stock of the corpora- 
tion, which compares with $1.52 for the first half of 1925. 


The balance sheet of the circuit shows 
@ considerable increase in the gross 
receipts and total income to which was 
added this year about $50,000 less in the 
way of rents and money ~from conces- 
sions. Gross receipts are placed at 
$8,509,579; additional revenue was $940,- 
389; total income $9,449,868. B@After de- 
ducting various items ranging from 
Federal taxes, operating expenses, de- 
preciation and amortization of leases, the 
net income is the amount mentioned 
above. 

Dividends paid out on thé preferred 
stock the first six months of the year 
amounted to $252,799 ($5,000 less than 
last year) and common stock dividends 
paid during the first half of the year 
were $545,539. The latter item is about 
$50,000 higher than for last year, on ac- 
count of the dividend rate being increased 
from $1.80 to $2. Thus the surplus for 
the first six months of this year is Iess 
by approximately $50,000 despite the 
slightly higher income. This sum is 
placed at $296,587 against $341,435 of a 
year ago. 

Early this month the Orpheum Circuit, 
Inc., paid off all its $1,000,000 of 7% 
per cent notes outstanding, making a 
total of $2,000,000 of the funded debt 
of ti company and subsidiaries paid off 
this year without recourse to financing of 
any kind. This money came out of the 
Orpheum’s treasury wherein each yearly 
surplus was kept as intact as possible.

NEW YORK, Sept. 13.—The Vaude- 
ville Centennial Festival, soon to be ob- 
served in theaters from Coast to Coast, 
will actually get under way the week of 
December 5, with an “All Nationality 
Week”. At,this time it is planned to 
pay tribute to the various nations that 
have contributed to the development 
of vaudeville and cosmopolitan bills will 
be assembled, intended for appeal and 
scope of all nationalities.

BERLIN, Aug. 27.—Gerhardt Haupt- 
mann has arrived in Berlin’ from 
Agnetendorf, his home in Silesia, to con- 
fer with the directors of the UFA in 
regard to the captions he has consented 
to write for the forthcoming screen pro- 
duction of Faust. This will be the first 
time that a writer of Hauptmann’s dis- 
tinction has been secured for such a task, 
It is only a part of the general sche ve 
to make this one of the most notable 
events in German fi.m productions. In 
addition to the Faust film, the UFA has 
also in preparation Fritz Lang's Metropo- 
lis, a gigantic picture of the city of the 
future.

The Six Galenos

An Athletic Touchdown 
Reviewed Monday matinee, September 
6, at the Hippodrome, New York. Style 
—Acrobatie novelty, Setting—Full etage, 
special, Time—Eight minutes. 


If it is possible for a troupe to pack 
more athletic action and thrills into 
eight minutes of running time on a 
vaudeville stage than these six Galenos 
succeeded in doing, when caught, this 
reviewer is yet to sce the best opening 
act in American vaudeville. So swift and 
absorbing are the stunts of this Euro- 
pean sextette that it is difficult, at times, 
to appreciate the skill required. Somer- 
saults—one, two and three of them in 
midair—follow in  double-quick time. 
The opening bit, in which three balanc- 
ing boards are used, gives the impression 
of a football scrimmage in midair. This 
comparatively tame stunt gives the 
“athletic touchdown” billing some sig- 
nificance, but the lifting bits, chair 
catches and accurate body juggling that 
follows demonstrates the need of billing 
more descriptive of the nature of the 
troupe’s work. 

The more difficult somersaults and 
mid-air body turns evolve upon the 
smallest members of the troupe. One of 
them, whose appearance is that of a 
youth yet to reach his majority, is easily 
the strongest attraction of the act. Each 
of his jumps was greeted with vociferous 
applause, when reviewed. In fact, the 
very’ method of the troupe’s a 
is novel since applause was not wanting 
in frequency and volume from the first 
minute of its opening. 

This act will probabty remain in the 
opening spot as long as it tours vaude- 
ville, due to the character of its routine 


and the physica! impossibility of pushing 
it into‘an inside place on a bill. It is of 
headline cfliber, however, and should 


share the electric lights with the next-to- 
closing attraction in-all the houses of 
its route. S. E. S. 


Abner Sitver and Mildred Feeley

In his vaudeville act, Abner Silver 
has the advantage of more than a score 
of hits to his credit and the able vocal 
and histrionic assistance of Miss Feeley. 
When reviewed, the name of Abner Sil- 
ver on the proscenium annunciators ap- 
parently meant little to the audience 
since Silver’s entrance am procession to 
his place 
a matter of course, the customers wait- 
ing for the songster to appear. Silver is 
prepared for situations of this kind. 
Miss Feeley revealed who Silver really 
is in a song recitation. The bit praised 
Silver in,tones far removed from mod- 
esty, intPrati ing that he is quite the 
equal of Irving Berlin. At first hearing 
this appears quite the cheap thing but 
the act sells chiefly on the Silver name 
and this is about the only logical method 
of selling the idea. 


Among the choruses of former Silver 
successes sung by Miss Feeley—each of 
which was greeted with spontaneous out- 
bursts of applause—are Old Home Toren, 
Dancing With You, Angel Child, Round- 
about Way to Heaven, Goin’ South and 
Say It Again. In the encore, Silver, 
goaded by Miss Feeley’s artificial coax- 
ing, offers a pianolog, the song described 
as one of his latest. It must be of very 
recent vintage since Abner used a bit of 
paper on the piano score ledge to aid 
his memory. The pair closed with the 
rendition of another new song, fairly 
tuneful. The act stopped the show.

Vivien Holt and Roger Roberts 
In Voices From the Southland

ter, New York. Style—Singing. Setting

Miss Holt is not unknown to theaters 
goers, having been seen in vaudeville 
and legitimate productions for some 
time, particularly with a woman part- 
ner. The present act has been built up 
strongly and makes a high-class singing 
combination for the better houses. As 


in the past, Miss Holt»is partial to 
Southern melodies, and one of these 
serves for the opening bit done with 


purple spotlight in front of a cabin-door 
setting, with bandanas and the rest of 
the makeup. Another song is done di- 
rectly after the opening number, the act 
going to two toward the close and a 
quick change of costume taking place 
meantime, with the setting including a 
piano for the use of Roberts. 


The subsequent numbers were varied 
and included operatic and classical se- 
lections by Miss Holt, who also did an 
excellent coloratura number. Roberts 
included a published ballad which well 
fitted his lyric tenor voice, but was en- 
tirely too slow for the good of most 
any singing act. For an encore a negro 
spiritual was done effectively. Such ex- 
cellent harmony and blending of tenor 
and soprano is unusual; in fact, a tonic 
for most any bill. M. H. S. 


The Dancing McDonalds

Barron and Bennett

A double act that depends solely for 
the slightest appeal it possesses on the 
Yiddish comic character of Barron. Ben- 
nett is in a straight role thruout. Bar- 
ron’s Yiddish characterization is witty 
and talented in spots but presents, on the 
whole, a cut-and-dried version long ago 
discarded even by the lowliest stock bur- 
lesque funsters. What helps Barron to 
raise himself above the mediocre Yiddish 
comic is the interpolation of slap-stick 
and nut business, in the reviewer’s opinion 
a workable substitute for genuine charac- 
ter comedy. 

The boys essay a comedy song with dis- 
astrous effects, but luckily they infer that 
the attempt is meant to be a shoddy one. 
Barron seems to have a chronic itch to 
clown with the audience and when re- 
viewee he took advantage of a young- 
ster’s temporary retirement to comment 
on the incident in a manner decidedly in 
poor taste.

Actors’ Theater 
Signs McClintic 


Director To Stage McEvoy Play 
For First Offering of Reor- 
ganized Group 


NEW YORK, Sept. 11.—The recently 
reorganized Actors’ Theater group has 
signed Guthrie McClintic, until recently 
director-in-chief of the A. H. Woods pro- 
ductions, to fill the vacancy left by Dud- 
ley Digges, now with the Theater Guild 

McClintic will stage God Loves Us, by 
J. P. McEvoy, as the first offering of 
the merged Actors’ Theater and the 
Greenwich Village triumvirate of Mac- 
gowan, Jones and O'Neill. Rehearsals 
will start next week, casting now being 
under way. The theater to be occupied 
this season has not yet been named. 

Whether or not McClintic will do any 
further directing for Woods could not be 
learned at this writing. The Prisoner, 
formerly titled A Woman Dispited 
Among Men, which Woods is now pre- 
paring for Broadway, was originally put 
into rehearsal under the direction of Mc- 
Clintic, but a disagreement over the 
merits of the play is said to have devel- 
oped and McClintic resigned, turning the 
staging over to Crane Wilbur. 

As McEvoy’s latest play goes into re- 
heareal under McClintic for the new Ac- 
tors’ Theater word comes that that au- 
thor is threatened with a nervous break- 
down and will go into retirement for the 
rest of the season. He is now under the 
care of Dr. John Cooper, eminent specia!l- 
ist, and his condition is said to be serious.

When seen at the Columbia Theater 
Labor Day, Scribner was enthusiastic 
over existing conditions in general on 
the Columbia Circuit, especjally in this 
city, where he commended Billy Garen, 
manager of the Columbia Theater, for 
the beautiful pictorial paintings that 
adorn the lobby, the courtesy extended 
patrons at the box office by Al Zottarelli 
and his assistant, Edward Cicio, and the 
manner in which the usherettes seat the 
patrons. 

Garen’s new drop in one, in the form 
of an extensive billboard, with pictorial 
and type stands billing of the coming at- 
traction, came in for its share of com- 
mendation. 


A Warning to Agents 

Scribner, in conference with Walter 
Gilmore, advertising agent of the Colum- 
bia, learned that Gilmore and his crew, 
including two biliposters and_ three 
lithographers, are now billing for the 
Columbia Theater from the East to the 
North rivers, from the Battery to 110th 
street, likewise the greater part of Long 
Island and Staten Island. In answer to 
fn inquiry of Scribner’s, Gilmore ex- 
plained that the agent in advance of 
shows playing the Columbia is.expected 
to get on the job early Monday morning 
with his photo frames for the lobby, and 
Tuesday morning go on a route assigned 
to him in obtaining 125 showings daily 
for his window cards, supp)emental to 
two house men with lithographs. 

Gilmore lays up all stand work and ac- 
companies his two billposters daily on the 
Columbia billing auto truck. In addition 
to the billing, Gilmore rides the route 
at the end of each week, checking up the 
window work of his house men and ad- 
vance agent. 

In the event that a show coming into 
the Columbia is without an agent in ad- 
vance, Gilmore is fully authorized to put 
on a local man and charge it up to the 
company. Agents are prohibited from 
congregating in the lobby cr frequenting 
backstage. 


Mediocre Managers 


Scribner, in a conference with Manager 
Garen of the Columbia, advised Garen 
to check up on the_programs and if names 
appeared on the programs that do not 
appear in the cast, or if the«wchorus is 
omitted in programs sent to theater, to 
make a report on the negligence of the 
manager responsible for the delinquency ; 
to also keep tabs on the company man- 
ager as to the time he shows up prior 
to performances and what he does while 
the performance is on, and to make spe- 

ial note of the managers who make fre- 
quent trips from the front of the house 
to backstage while a performance is on. 

In speaking of this habit, Scribner 
said: 

“Some of these birds are afraid that 

people in the audience won’t know they 
are connected with the show, so they 
chase back and forth so that they can be 
seen, and every time they do it, they 
disturb the audience and disrupt the 
performance on the stage.’ 
Seribner was emphatic in his declara- 
on that house managers and their at- 
ches, producing managers, company 
anagers and agents would be held per- 
nally responsible for any delinquency 
id if they failed to comply with orders 
given them by the C. A. C. they would 
be replaced by those competent and 
willing to do so.

The presentation opens with a Christ- 
mas stage setting for the introduction of 
a singing and dancing ensemble of beau- 
tiful girls of one size, a la mediums, in 
Dolly Varden costumes as a fitting back- 
ground for Betty Delmonte, a bobbed 
brunet, whose youthful beauty is set off 
charmingly by her ever-smiling face, 
flirty eyes, dimpled cheeks and dimpled 
arms, supplemented by a good singing 
voice in leading a number while gowned 
in a glittering gold creation. Mildred 
Steele, a pretty face, slender, shapely 
singing and dancing soubret, and David 
London, the sheik of burlesque straight 
men, followed in their respective turns, 
leading the ensemble with their own 
numbers, 

Jimmie Cooper's appearance was the 
signal for an ovation that proves con- 
clusively that Cooper’s popularity is 
above par. 

Chuck Wilson, a somewhat eccentric, 
clean-face, comedy-clothed comique, car- 
ries the burden of the comedy, in which 
he is ably aided by Sandy Ackland, a 
= Scotch comique of unusual versa- 
tility. 

Jack Willis, somewhat eccentric dane- 
ing juvenile. makes up the masculine 
contingent of the white company. 

The comedy started with the male 
quintet being shot off one at a time. The 
chorus ensemble in a drill march military 
perfect was admirable. 

Soubret Steele, working the collector 
of watches from Cooper, followed by In- 
genue Delmonte as the detective, taking 
the watch of Wilson, worked it for laugh- 
ter and applause. 

Straight London, in song, aided by 
Soubret Steele, as the bride, and Ruth 
Harrington, as the stem in Wenger’s rose 
setting number, introduced a bit of light 
opera that fully merited the encores given 
this spectacle of splendor.

Juvenile 
Willis and Soubret Steele’s dancing spe- 
cialiv as an example to the lagging (7) 
chorus enabled Willis to prove himself 
master of dancing eccentricities, and 
Soubret Steele an acrobatic dancer who 
revels in hich-jumping splits 

Comique Wilson's. singing specialty 
parody on Will You Love Me When My 
Flivver Is a Wreck was only equaled by 
his harmony in a vocalistic classic with 
Straight London 

Wenger staged a Scotch setting ex- 
traordinary for Betty the beautiful, in 
Seotch kilts, leading a number in which 
the Scotch chorus ensemble : drilled in 
unison in another march admirable 

Straight London, as a police inspector, 
evidently encouraged by the hit he made 
in manhandling Cooper in the Hello, Bill, 
bit, put additional realism in his man- 
han@linge of Comique Wilson and Scotch 
Comique Ackland in a handcuff bit that 
went over for a “wow”, 

Comique Ackland’s staggering drunk 
dancine specialty, singing Harry Lau- 
der’s favorite song while playing the 
bagpipe, led up to the finale. in which 
Cooper, with showmanship finesse, per-

The Colored Company 


The opening -#ene was a Southern 
plantation, with Cooper’s conception of 
how Uncle Tom’s Cabin of 1926 should 
be staged a la operatic burlesque for a 
clean and clever bit of comedy, with all! 
the colored company taking part in the 
cast and chorus. 

George McArthur, billed as _ the 
Charleston hound, fulfilled the billing. 

Eddie Heywood and His Hot Five Jazz 
Hounds made a fitting background for 
the entry of Butterbeans and Susie, Okeh 
Race Record stars. Butterbeans, a tall, 
lanky comique, and Susie, a pleasingly 
plump, personally magnetic singer of 
comedy songs, could have held the stage 
indefinitely in response to continuous en- 
cores after the finish of each song, which 
brought them back for a repertoire of 
songs that have made them famous thru 
the Okeh records. 

The Six Crackerjacks, with Little Ar- 
thur out of the act temporarily due to 
an accident received while dancing, were 
led in song by dainty, diminutive Flor- 
ence Parham, whose exiting after her 
respective numbers left a full stage for 
the boys to put over their whirlwind ac- 
robatic dances for uproarious applause. 

Octavia Summler, as the Tiger’ Lady 
from Harlem. in a bizarre tiger skin a la 
fig-leaf costume, in song, led an ensemble 
of eight colored choristers similarly cos- 
tumed in a danee seductive. 

Will Brown, straight man, and Billy 
Gulfport, comique, in one, put over a 
clever comedy talking specialty. 

Cooper’s summer vacation seeking 
colored atmosphere led him into many 
and varicolored cabarets, and his 
reproduction of an underground resort 
was a revelation to the audience, and 
this was especially applicable to Octavia 
Summler’s vamping song, and her inter- 
pretation and portrayal of Tondeleyo, 
leading a Tondeleyo ensemble, in which 
Miss Summler and her girls, in the guise 
of Tondeleyos, presented a dance a la 
natives of the tropics as only colored 
dancers can dance it sufficiently realistic 
to make it seductively enticing without 
in any manner making it objectionable. 

Cooper, as master of ceremonies in the 
cabaret scene, stopped the performance 
at i :10 with an inquiry of the audience 
if it wanted any more. The spontaneous 
applause of those glued to their seats 
was ample evidence that Cooper and his 
company were giving them what they 
had purchased seats to see. 

Verily, Cooper’s return to the Colum- 
bia Circuit with a combination white 
and colored company is an asset to Co- 
lumbia Circuit burlesque that cannot be 
ignored by the C. A. C.

There is nothing on the house program 
to indicate who provided the comedy ma- 
terial or produced the numbers, but Henry 

ixon is credited with the presenta- 
tion week of September 6. 

CAST — Evelyn Cunningham, Fred 
Reeb, Walter Budd, Al Allen, Ida Rob- 
etts, Jean Darrow, William Carlton, 
Ruth Sheppard and Harry Beasley.

There are six scenes in the first part 
and three scenes in the second part. The 
gowning of Miss Cunningham is gorgeous, 
for the most part running to the bizarre 
in two numbers and a Sis Hopkins char- 
acterization in one number and a bit 

Ruth Sheppard carried a classy, color- 
ful costume that revealed much of her 
shapely form. Taking the scenic effects 
and costuming of the presentation as a 
whole both fulfilled the requirements for 
Mutual Circuit shows. 

Evelyn Cunningham, at the head of her 
own company, has al! the essentials for 
a leading lady vocalistic comedienne, 
Personality, pep, talent and ability, that 
has but little or no support. Why a 
woman like Evelyn Cunningham will 
submit to a presentation unworthy of her 
stellar role is inexplicable. 

Fred Reeb, who has appeared to good 
advantage in other circuit shows, is be- 
ing featured in this presentation, but 
Reeb falls far short of his former make- 
up. mannerism and comedy-making ef- 
forts in his present eccentric modified 
Dutch characterization 

Walter Budd, a newcomer to __bur- 
lesque, evidences the talent and ability 
usually found in comedians working by 
book, but an unfamiliarity of burlesque 
that leaves him at a decided disadvan- 
tage. Given the proper direction, Budd 
would doubtless prove an asset to the 
ranks of burlesque comiques. 

Both comiques evidence the indisput- 
able fact that neither one has been 
properly directed, and both lack the 
ability to handle without direction com- 
edy material that for burlesque is almost 
actorproof Failing to evoke laughter 
and applause with comedy that in itself 
is clever and clean. both comiques re-

Sorted to double entendre that left noth- 
ing to the imagination of the lowest of 
degenerates. 

_ The comedy scenes included a poor 
imitation of the straight man nagging 
the choristers a la Jimmie Cooper, pick- 
ing up the ball without saying ouch when 
slapsticked, the bank bit, barber shop cal- 
cimining of customer bit, three o'clock 
in the morning in bed bit, two couples 
drinking at table bit, killing off the hold- 
up men bit, shimmy-shaking contest, with 
Reeb carrying the winner off stage and 
returning apparently exhausted. decided- 
ly raw and disgusting; two couples in 
separate rooms drinking pit, fire house 
doctor's examination bit 

Why Evelyn Cunningham wil! lend her- 
self to such an obnoxious performance 
is beyond our understanding 

Al Allen, a mild-mannered, nattily-ate 
tired juvenile, made manifest his un- 
familiarity with burlesque, for he was 
all at sea. . This boy is evidently a 
graduate of tab. or small-time vaudeville 
making an honest effort to make go 
in burlesque and under the proper direc- 
tion will do so 

Jean Darrow, a personable, pleasingly 
plump character woman and jazztime 
operatic vocalist. evidences the thoroly 
seasoned actress of ability, miscast in a 
presentation of this kind 

Ida Roberts, in soubret costumes, put 
pep into her work in scenes and led two 
numbers acceptably, but in most of her 
numbers her lyrics were unintelligible, 
due to the unwarranted speed of the or- 
chestra. 

The most casual observer could easily 
see that the show was not set, for all 
the principals were apparently at sea in 
their scenes. 

On making inquiry of Dixon we learned 
that the M. B. A. censors had ordered 
immediate changes after the first per- 
formance at the Olympic Theater, this 
city, that resulted in Second Comique 
Budd, Juvenile Allen, Character Woman 
Vocalist Darrow and Gene Rauth, leader, 
working out their notice at the time of 
our review, with Harry Beasley, straight 
man, and Ruth Sheppard, the dazzling 
blond beautiful ingenue-soubret, coming 
into the show cold on the day of our 
review, thereby giving Dixon what he 
is pleased to term a justifiable alibi for 
a mediocre presentation but in our per- 
sonal opinion no excuse whatsoever for 
lack of proper direction or the disgusting 
double entendre 

Dixon may whip his show into shape, 
but it will require the superefforts of a 
real producer of burlesque bits to make 
it reach the requirements of the M. B. A. 

The chorus is personally attractive and 
put pep aplenty into its well-directed 
umbers ensemble. 

. Sam Compton will succeed Gene Rauth 
as musical director.

REORGANIZATION and financing of 
the Miami Valley Chautauqua Association 
is expected to take place when the mem- 
bers of the association meet at Dayton, 
O., early in October and receive the report 
of Dr. J. Valmer Showers, who has acted 
as general secretary for the last 11 years. 
The reorganization will come as a result 
of an agreement made in 1915, extending 
over a period of 10 years.

ment, the association is now permanently 
fixed as a non-profit-sharing concern. The 
board of trustees consists of 51 members, 
including prominent citizens of Franklin, 
Dayton, Cincinnati, Hamilton and Middle- 
town. Plans of Dr. Showers for next 
season include the erection of a new 
hotel, a boat and bath house, and general 
overhauling of facilities and grounds. To 
this end nearly 600 season tickets for 
next season were sold this year.

and The Ten Commandments (Famous 
Players) to the Big Fork theater 

According to Harry Meyer, counsel and 
secretary of the Montana State Board of 
Trade, the action of the Kalispell ex- 
hibitors makes them liable to damages 
under the copyright laws.

Move To Repeal Canadian 
Admission Taxes Started 


TORONTO, Sept. 13.—In co-operation 
with the Trade Union forces of Canada, 
represented in the Dominion of Trades 
and Labor Congress, the Motion Picture 
Theater Owners of Canada have under 
way a series of well-developed moves to 
abolish the admission tax on tickets. A 

meeting was held last week to consider 
steps toward the repeal of the tax Mevy. 

Because of Canada’s early participae 
tion in the war and the country’s dif- 
ference in resources as compared with 
that of the United States. the demand 
for money raised by taxation was much 
greater and the imposition of this burden 
on the motion picture industry cor- 
respondingly higher.

Calif., where he was for nearly five years 
the stage carpenter and stage manager 
with a stock company that did everything 
fr musical comedy to melodrama. He 
v from Long Beach to Pasadena to 
join the Savoy Stock Company, when 
Gilmor Brown was leading man with that 
‘ 


rganization, and it was out of that small 
stock company that the Pasadena Com- 
munity Players grew. 


In those early days most of the sets 
were le of old boxes and a little cheese 
cloth, Now the Community Playhouse 
has accumulated about $30,000 worth of 
scenery, Which under Mr. Huxley’s di- 
rection is constantly being changed and 
made over. A comparison of the stages 


with which he has worked in this move- 
ment is significant of the growth of the 
Pasadena organization. The old Come 
nity Playhouse had a stage 18 feet 
50 feet wide and a loft about 30 
The beautiful new Community 
equipped with every con- 
enience that modern stagecraft has sug- 
rested, has a stage of 31 feet depth, 80 
feet width from wall to wall, 31 feet at 
Stage opening, proscenium 20 feet high, 
lift from stage level 67 feet.

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On this Community Playhouse stage 
are 45 sets of rope lines and 21 sets of 
counter-weight work lines. The switch- 
board, weighing six tons, cost $15,000. 
Thru this switchboard all the lighting 
units are controlled by one man. Mr. 
Huxley demonstrated its control of the 
usual stage lights, disappearing foot- 
lights, electricians’ gallery, concealed 
spotlights in the false boxes in front of 
the stage, an anti-proscenium gallery for 
lighting in front of the regular stage 
opening and disappearing footlights in 
the rear of the stage. This electric 
equipment was designed by a manufac- 
turing electrician, under the suggestions 
of Mr. Huxley, and should prove inter- 
esting to all theater owners, in the ama- 
teur and professional fields, for-the ef- 
fects achieved are magically beautiful 
and one man may become amazingly pro- 
ficient in its operation. Mr. Huxley and 
his working crew hesitate at nothing in 
the way of stage spectacles. Plays which, 
because of costly scenery and many 
changes, would possibly not be attempted 
on the professional stage, outside of New 
York, are done regularly at the Pasadena 
Community Playhouse, and a matter of 
16 to 18 stage changes in an evening has 
ceased to spell any horror for Fred C. 
Huxley. 


MRS. ISAACS ON 
LITTLE THEATERS

ater Arts Monthly, devoted to a discus- 
sion of the little theater movement in the 
United States, Mrs. Edith J. R. Isaacs, 
after pointing out last year’s successful 
season in New York, states: 

“New York is taking stock, before be- 
ginning another year, of what is going 
on in that vast country behind her, which 
heretofore has been useful chiefly as a 
dumping ground for plays and players 
when New York was thru with them, 
and which is gradually developing a 
tributary theater not to be ignored.” 

Continuing her discourse, Mrs. Isaacs 
States that the theater began wrong n 
America by creating a vast market be- 
fore it has goods to sell; by building 
theaters which must be filled before it 
had plays, players and directors to fill 
them, and that the rhythm of Broadway 
is not conducive to creation of fine plays. 
The article brings out the suggestion that 
while Broadway has encouraged the in- 
ternational drama it has remained for 
the little theater to encourage and create 
native drama. 

In discouraging emulation of Broadway, 
Mrs. Isaacs says: 

“That the best of little theater work- 
ers know all this is evidenced by the 
constant repetition of certain phrases in 
any intelligent discussion of little the- 
aters and their problems today; ‘If your 
eye's on New York, you're lost’, you may 
hear over and over again; and ‘the best 
asset of the independent theater is its in- 
dependence’.”

The Irvine Players of New York gave 
a bill of one-act plays as the closing 
event of their summer session before be- 
zinning work on the new bill of plays to 
e given during the winter.

Houdini, famous master magician of 
illusions, opened his Boston engagement 
at the Majestic Theater, September 6, and 
The Boston Globe said:

parent than ever by another vile attack 
which appears in the latest issue of the 
official bulletin of the Motion Picture 
Theater Owners of America, 


This time the movie men jump on 
The Billboard for its attitude in defend- 
ing the oppressed outdoor shows. 


Dr. Samuel Johnson once said: 
“Every man has a right to utter what 
he thinks is truth, and every other man 
has a right to knock him down for it.” 

Right. 

And the M. P. T. O. A. bulletin has 
tried to knock The Billboard down for 
uttering what it knows is the truth. 

But the bulletin has only succeeded 
in fanning the air. 

The Billboard is still standing—and 
able to utter some more truths! 

And every well-informed and fair- 
minded man in the amusement business 
knows that there are plenty of truths 
that need telling, 

The M. P. T. O. A. bulletin bases its 
latest broadside against the outdoor 
show business on a recent Billboard edi- 
torial headed Too Much Bigotry. The edi- 
torial dealt with an instance of grossly 
unfair treatment accorded a tent show 
in the West. This show, however, was 
not a carnival, but a dramatic company. 

Aside from the fact that the editor 
of the bulletin) apparently doesn’t 
know the difference between a carnival 
and a dramatic company under canvas 
—or doesn’t care to distinguish between 
them since they both constitute “oppo- 
sition” to movie theaters—the rejoin- 


aer to the editorial is just about as weak 
as a rejoinder can be. 

It couldn’t be otherwise, because 
there are no logical arguments to sup- 
port the stand taken by the bulletin. 

To be specific and categorical, the 
movie men’s bulletin points to the im- 
portance of movies and newspapers as 
evidenced by the great numbers who 
attend film theaters and read the news- 
papers each day, and then belittles the 
live-and-let-live policy of a small-town 
newspaper, quoted in The ee 
editorial, on the ground that it wds 
voiced by an unknown editor in a 
negligible community. 

The reply to this is very simple. 

The power to do good is not vested 
in large corporations alone. It is not 
the exclusive qualit¢? or right of gigantic 
institutions. It cannot be monopolized 
as theatrical territories are monopo- 


lized. 

Go to history, go to science, go to 
religion, and you will find that the 
greatest good, the deeds of greatest 


benefit to all humanity, and the blessings 
that have continued thru the greatest 
number of generations, were accom- 
plished by individuals who labored 
humbly and alone, and who probably 
were unknown and unappreciated dur- 
ing their period of life. 

The value of a man’s opinions and 
the measure of his value to human wel- 
fare cannot be gauged by the extent of 
the sphere in which he works. How 
about William Allen White, whose Em- 
poria Gasette has a circulation of not 
much more than 5,000? 

Yes, movies and the newspapers have 
tremendous power. 

But that power can do bad as well 
as good—and it is doing it. 

Here is a pointed quotation from The 
Pittsburgh Legal Journal, commenting 
on the responsibility of the newspapers 
for the murder of Don R. Mellett, an 
editor who dared to tell the truth: 

“Publishers of great newspapers 
make pitiful spectacles of themselves 
in excusing the filth with which they 
deluge the people on the plea that they 
are compelled to do it because there is 
no sentiment in publishing newspaper 
and the public demands the vile stuff.’ 

The movies needn't try to kid 
body that they are doing a great educa- 
tional work. 

Neither the movies nor the news- 
papers, nor even The Billboard, are in 
the educating business. 

They are commercial enterprises, out 
to make money, and they are entitled to all 
they can make—so long as they make it 
by fair means. 

This is not saying that there are no 
educational features in the movies. Of 
course, there are. 

But what kind of educational features 
are they? 

Not the kind that will do the publi ic 
the most good, but THE KIND THAT 
SELL, 


If they didn’t attract the shekels, you 
can bet your last red cent on it that 
they would be dropped mighty quick. 

So it is rather a huge joke for the 
movies to be parading this business 
necessity as a great virtue. 

It is readily granted that the movies 
and papers have tremendous educational 
value, but it is equally true that the 
amount of harm they do thru their sen- 
sational handling of stories and their 
pandering to a supposed demand for 
sex filth, sordidness and distorted repre- 
sentations of life is almost equally 
tremendous,

This information Mr. Markey supplies 
in full, with names and suggestions for 
collateral reading. We see the early 
press agent, the direct heir to Barnum. 
with his bag of crude hokum, consisting 
chiefly of stolen jewels and malted-milk 
baths for actresses. Then, with the ad 
vent of modern times, we see a metamor- 
phosis take place: he puts his old tricks 
on the shelf, changes his name and blos- 
soms forth as a “public-relations coun 
sel”. With the war he develops still 
more, for he learns that propaganda is 
legitimate provided it is actually for thr 
public good. Finally, we see him attain 
his present high estate, in which he sees 
no breach of professional ethics in ac 
cepting a fee from one client to prove to 
the public that coffee is injurious and 
from another client to prove that it is 
highly beneficial. Such is this ornament 
whom Mr. Markey calls the “super- 


super-salesman” of modern life.

Christy Bros.’ Shows 
Suffer Loss in Alabama 


Fifteen Horses Killed and Several Em- 
ployees Shocked by Falling of High- 
Tension Wire 


GADSDEN, Ala., Sept. 10.—During a 
terrific thunderstorm about 10:30 Mon- 
day morning, lightning struck a high- 
tension pole of the Alabama Power Com- 
pany in the rear of the big top of the 
Christy Bros.’ Circus. A high-voltage 
wire burned off and fell across the show- 
grounds in the rear of the side show and 
across the main street at Alabama City, 
where «he show was exhibiting. A fuse 
was burned out at the power station, and 
word was sent to the electricians of the 
trouble, and they were instructed not to 
turn on the power. One of the com- 
pany’s electricians was sent to the show 
lot to remove the wire which had fallen 
across the pole of the first band wagon, 
which was standing hitched up, ready for 
the parade. The No. 2 band wagon was 
a few feet away and the steam calliope 
50 feet away. It is claimed that the man 
at the power station repaired the fuse, 
and while the electrician was at work 
on the wire turned on the power. There 
was a fiash and an explosion, and a crowd 
of more than a thousand people, who 
were around the side show, had a 
miraculous escape from electrocution, as 
the electricity charged the wet ground 
for a distance of several hundred feet. 
The company electrician, James Doden, 
was instantly killed. Two little town 
girls were victims and two other town- 
folks. The six horses on both the first 
and second band wagon were killed, and 
after the first explosion and shock the 
horses on the calliope were knocked down 
and stunned. One of the horses rolled 
away from the pole, and, altho shocked, 
was able to regain his feet. A few 
minutes after the first shock there was 
another, and this time the three horses 
on the calliope were killed. 

Standing by the horses on the first 
band-wagon team were James E. Bow- 
man, drummer of the big show; Ray 
O’Wesney and John Hoffman. Bowman 
Was so badly shocked that he was taken 
to the hospital here. The driver of the 
calliope, Charles Robinson, who was on 
his seat, was badly shocked, but re- 
covered. The power was shut off soon 
after the accident, and Alabama City 
and Gadsden were in darkness Monday 
night. The show, tho badly crippled, 
moved tonight, and new stock will be 
secured at once. It is not expected that 
any parades will be missed. A _ side- 
show colored canvasman_was_ shocked, 
but recovered later at the hospital. The 
ambulances of both cities were soon on 
the spot and removed the injured. Two 
were dead before their arrival and the 
other three died later at the hospital. 
The side-show tent canvas was charged 
with electricity, and Bert I.arow, who 
started to lift up the side wall, was 
hurled a distance of 15 feet, but was 
not seriously injured. Thousands of peo- 
ple gathered, but the show did only a fair 
business, as the accident put a damper 
on the crowd. 

Earl Grozer, fireman of the calliope, 
was tn the rear end and had his left leg 
paralyzed for a time and was slightly 
shocked. Fletcher Smith was sitting at 
the keyboard, directly beneath the driver, 


but fortunately was on a wooden seat
